“Bailiffs acting for National Grid had 
delivered a notice of forced access, and when 
challenged for ID, had sworn at my con¬ 
stituent. 


OSWESTRY’S secondary school has been 
awarded £1 million towards its plans to open 
a new sixth form centre. 

The cash windfall for The Marches School 
will allow it to buy the former Fairholme 
nursing home next to its site and transform 
it into a sixth form to open in September. 
The funding was announced after an appli¬ 
cation by the school, the county’s first acad¬ 
emy, to the Academies Capital Maintenance 
Fund proved successful. 

Joanne Jones, business manager at The 
Marches School, said: “The fact that our bid 
was successful, in such a competitive mar¬ 
ket, clearly demonstrates how our plans are 
recognised nationally as a project which will 
have considerable benefits for both the 
school and wider community.” 

Work will begin at the end of this month. 

Sarah Longville, headteacher at The 
Marches School, said: “We are very excited 
for the imminent building work to com¬ 
mence and to see the project develop 
through to fruition.” 

The first major work to be completed will 
be a new eco-friendly roof. 

Phase one will include accommodation for 
the new sixth form. Phase two will incorpo¬ 
rate a brand new reception area and new 
meeting and conference facilities on the 
ground floor of the building. 


Upsetting 

“Now another constituent has told me of 
other similar incidents, including seriously 
upsetting his 86-year-old female neighbour. 
She has now been advised to co-operate for 
her own welfare by my constituent. 

“This shameful behaviour on behalf of 
National Grid and within arrangements 
approved by the Government is scarcely 
believable.” 

Llansantffraid Community Council chair¬ 
man Doug Williams said: “We have been 
shocked and disturbed by the reports which 
have reached us in the last few days of out¬ 
rageous and disgraceful behaviour on the 
part of bailiffs acting for National Grid. 

“It is completely unacceptable that mem¬ 
bers of our community should be subjected 
to obscenities, vile gestures and generally 
made to feel threatened.” 

A spokesperson for National Grid said: 
“We’re aware of the complaint that has been 
made about our work and are investigating 
it. We understand people’s concerns regard¬ 
ing our proposals, which is why we’re work¬ 
ing hard to request access to land and carry 
out surveys with minimum disruption. 

“All of our staff know it’s important to be 
sensitive to landowners’ concerns and be 
professional and polite when undertaking 
their work.” 



Lottery luck for church

A HISTORIC church near Welshpool which 
is the resting place of a Welsh king is to get 
Heritage Lottery money for urgent repairs. 

St Mary’s Church, at Trelystan, near 
Welshpool, has received a round one grant 
of £16,800 from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the congregation is hoping it will lead 
to a further £82,000 grant. 

The money will go towards a £161,000 
project to stop the half-timbered building 
crumbling away. Priest-in-charge Reverend 
Robert Leach said it was the only way to 
make the church safe for continued use. 

There has been a Christian church at 
Trelystan for more than 1,000 years. In 
1010, Elystan Glodrydd, the founder of one 
of the five Royal Tribes of Wales and King 
of ‘Rhwng Gwy a Hafren’ - the area 
between the Wye and the Severn - was 
buried at the church although his exact rest¬ 
ing place is not known. 


Mr Leach said: “In the early 15th century 
the church was rebuilt and at that point was 
the only timber church in Wales. 

“Inside the church, the roof timbers from 
that period can still be seen. Glimpses of the 
15th century building can still be seen in the 
vestry but from the outside the church looks 
like many other black and white buildings 
in the Marches.” 

He said the grant from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund was wonderful news.” 

However, in 1856, the church was 
restored and the existing timber building 
was encased between a new timber frame 
and brick structure externally and timber 
boarding internally. 

“The church is still used regularly for 
Christian worship and is also a focal point 
for the small and scattered rural community 
of Trelystan, in which it is the only public 
building.” 


Resignation 
of school 
governors’ 
chairman 

THE chairman of governors 
at Welshpool’s Maesydre 
School has resigned it was 
confirmed this week. 

Derek Simms, has over¬ 
seen huge improvements at 
the school as it moved out of 
‘special measures’ imposed 
by Estyn. 

Vice chairman Brendan 
McWhinnie confirmed that 
Mr Simms had stepped 
down but refused to com¬ 
ment on the reasons and Mr 
Simms was unavailable. 

Mr McWhinnie said that 
the resignation would be dis¬ 
cussed at a governors meet¬ 
ing on June 17. He also 
confirmed that three gover¬ 
nors brought in by Powys 
County Council to support 
improvements had also left. 

The vice-chairman would 
not be drawn on reports that 
Mr Simms’ resignation was 
connected to the decision of 
a newly appointed deputy 
head not to join the school. 

Mr McWhinnie said: “Mr 
Simms has overseen the 
transition of the school, 
which is no longer in special 
measures, and he has been 
working closely with the 
new head teacher Mr Rus¬ 
sell Cadwallader to take 
things to a new level.” 

Suzanne Foster, the for¬ 
mer head teacher of Maesy¬ 
dre who was sacked after the 
Estyn report has been fight¬ 
ing to save her teaching 
career. She left the school in 
2011 and has appeared 
before a General Teaching 
Council of Wales tribunal. 
The hearing was adjourned.

A MAN accused of carrying out a violent street attack cried in court 
as he watched CCTV footage of himself stamping on his victim’s 
head. 

When police caught up with Thomas Gavin Price, of Oswestry, after the attack, he asked 
a policeman: “Is he dead?” a jury at Shrewsbury Crown Court heard. 

The 23-year-old and his father Wayne Edwin Price, 45, both of Lime Grove, have admit¬ 
ted causing actual bodily harm but deny intending to cause grievous bodily harm. 

It is alleged the pair left Mark Price, who is no relation, for dead following an attack 

outside the TopShop in Laburnum Drive, 
Oswestry, and it was only by luck that his 
injuries were not serious. But giving evi¬ 
dence, a tearful Thomas Price said: “I 
never wanted to cause him serious harm.” 

He agreed there had been problems 
between his and Mark Price’s family, 
before the assault on April 19, 2012. 

He said he had punched him that day 
because he was making threats to set his 
stepmother’s flat on fire, talking about his 
sister and owed him £20. 

“I am disgusted with myself,” he sobbed 
as he watched the violent footage. 

Mark Price said he had not threatened 
Thomas Price, who approached him in an 
aggressive manner. 

“I carried on walking backwards and 
slipped down a kerb,” he said. 

“As I was getting up I was punched to 
the face, taken in a headlock then carried 
on getting punched around the head.” 

During the scuffle he said he saw Wayne 
Price, adding: “He joined in the assault and 
started attacking me. 

Kicked 

“I just went to the floor and then I just 
remember being kicked around the head. 

“I had no chance to defend myself. I 
remember waking up in an ambulance.” 

The jury saw a tape showing Mark Price 
lying motionless on the ground for three 
minutes before getting up and walking 
away. He said he was knocked uncon¬ 
scious, but defending Wayne Price, Danny 
Smith said: “Those were flimsy kicks to 
cause the injuries you have suffered but 
not enough to knock you out. 

“You were shouting at Wayne Price even 
when you were on the floor.” 

Prosecuting Kevin Jones said: “Both of 
them kicked him once at the end and the 
prosecution says this is to make sure he 
didn’t get up.” 

PC David Roberts found Thomas Price 
a short time after the attack and told the 
court: “He had a concerned look on his 
face.” 

The trial continues.

Oswestry, said: “I want to take on the chal¬ 
lenge because I remember sitting by my 
wife’s beside at the hospice holding her 
hand and it was so nice and peaceful. 

“My wife said to me ! We just have to do 
something for them’. It has taken a lot of 
time and a lot of planning but I think going 
around Wales by water would be a great 
thing to help the hospice.”

He has bought a Ribeye, a 13-feet long 
aluminium ribbed rigid inflatable boat, for 
the journey which he has called All By 
Water. 

Mr Grayston, an experienced sailor who 
will be sleeping aboard his boat during the 
trip, said: “I will start on the Severn and fol¬ 
low it to the sea and then travel around the 
coast of Wales, including around Anglesey. I 
will then get on the River Dee and go into 
Chester.” 

Mr Grayston said once he gets to Chester 
he will join the Shropshire Union Canal and 
then onto the Llangollen Canal until he 
reaches Welsh Frankton where he will 
travel on the Montgomery Canal. 

From there the boat will have to be taken 
out of the canal and placed into the River 
Morda and then on to the River Vyrnwy. 

And from there he will travel on the 
Vyrnwy back onto the Severn and on to 
Shrewsbury.

PROPOSALS to build houses in two villages 
near Oswestry will boost the “severely 
depressed” property market and provide 
much needed affordable homes, developers 
behind the plans have said. 

Two separate bids for houses at Babbinswood near Whit¬ 
tington and at Selattyn, both near Oswestry, have been 
lodged with Shropshire m K „ |a|n g t John 


Council. 

The Whittington plans, 
submitted by R Bladen and 
Sons, would see six homes 
built. 

Papers lodged in support 
of the bid claim the only way 
that the village can accom¬ 
modate open-market devel¬ 
opment is through small 
scale extensions to the cur¬ 
rent development boundary. 

The plans add: “The local 
and national housing mar¬ 
ket is severely depressed at 
the moment, and as a result, 
most new housing develop¬ 
ments are simply not cur¬ 
rently viable. 

“There is also a particu¬ 
larly limited supply of new 
housing sites in the 
Oswestry area, owing to the 
fact that the adopted Local 
Plan was published some 14 
years ago, and the vast 
majority of allocated hous¬ 
ing sites have now been 
developed. 

“Because the application 
site is owned by an estab¬ 
lished local builder, the pro¬ 
posed development will 
actually be built in the short 
term, adding to the available 
supply of new homes 
locally. ” 

The planning statement 
added that if permission was 
granted £70,000 would be 


| by 


made towards local afford¬ 
able housing projects and 
£72,500 will be paid through 
the Community Infrastruc¬ 
ture Levy. 

The plans for Selattyn by 
Mr AE Hughes would see six 
houses near Gyrn Road in 
the village. 

The proposal comprises 
one affordable three bed¬ 
room home and five open 
market properties. 

Papers lodged in support 
of that bid say: “This mix 
has been proposed to pro¬ 
vide two larger units to pro¬ 
vide financial viability to the 
proposal with the three 
smaller-scale properties 
which could be seen to be 
more ‘affordable’ for first¬ 
time buyers. 

“At present, the majority 
of units in Selattyn are large 
detached units which unfor¬ 
tunately push younger resi¬ 
dents of the community to 
rent/purchase properties in 
other areas such as 
Oswestry.” 

The plans would include a 
contribution of about 
£55,000 to community infra¬ 
structure improvements, the 
papers say. 

Both applications are sub¬ 
ject to public consultation.

Police in 
warning 
to elderly 
on scams 

POLICE have issued a 
warning that the elderly in 
the Welshpool area could 
become scam targets. 

As part of its commitment 
to help reduce crimes in the 
elderly and vulnerable com¬ 
munity, Dyfed-Powys Police 
is warning people to be 
aware of a variety of sophis¬ 
ticated scams. 

The incidents range from 
telephone scams where 
fraudsters claim to be calling 
from organisations which 
can repair, or remove any 
unwanted and corrupted 
files on their computer. 
They may claim to be from 
the tax office, or ministry of 
justice and offering opportu¬ 
nities of cash rebates. 

Or they may even purport 
to be charitable organisa¬ 
tions. 

This type of offence can 
easily deceive vulnerable 
people and have a devastat¬ 
ing impact on their lifestyle 
and confidence. 

“You should never provide 
security or card details over 
the phone,” said Sergeant 
Malcolm James. “And never 
give out your bank details. 

“We recently had an inci¬ 
dent where an elderly per¬ 
son did this and lost a lot of 
money as a result. 

“If you receive any calls 
you think are suspicious 
please call us on 101. And 
remember you can also 
report any fraud or internet 
crime please at www.

Businesses fighting back to put town on map 


THE business community in Welshpool is 
ready to fight back and put the town firmly 
on the map as a unique place to shop. 

Members of Welshpool’s Business Forum 
plan to put a positive spin on the benefits of 
the town in a bid to keep people shopping 
locally. 

The forum this week called on the town 
council to find the funding for a manager to 
promote Welshpool as a unique market 
town and will publish a ‘Discover Welsh¬ 
pool’ leaflet mapping out the benefits to 
shoppers. 

The forum is part of the Welshpool Proj¬ 
ects Group established by the town council 
following the demise of Welshpool Chamber 
of Commerce and Monday night’s meeting 
was easily the most constructive so far. 

Like all towns Welshpool has its problems 
but at least a plan is starting to emerge and 
the businesses which have survived are 
fighting back. 

One councillor chose to lay the blame for 



any of Welshpool’s problems at the door of 
the local press for publishing negative sto¬ 
ries.

Pet therapy for patients 
at orthopaedic hospital

A SUDDEN slip left dog lover 
Brenda Howells with a broken 
back, staring at the ceiling day 
after day. 

Having been told she would never walk 
again, she grieved for the days she used to 
stride out with her Jack Russell, Skippy. 

But then labrador Bill bounded to her 
hospital bedside. 

Bill is supplied by the charity Pets as 
Therapy (PAT) and the mother-of-two said 
his visits to the spinal injuries unit at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital had made 
her more determined to master a wheelchair 
and get out with her own faithful friend. 

Brenda, 63, of Oxley, Wolverhampton, 
said: “It’s lovely because I am missing my 
Jack Russell Skippy. 

“It gives you a bit of a boost as you are 
lying here day after day.” 

The retired secretary for social services 
has been in hospital for three weeks and 
faces another three-month stay while she 
recovers. 

“I slipped over in the bathroom and I 
couldn’t get up again,” she explained. 

“I’ve broken two of my spinal bones. 
Although they are fused back together I 
won’t walk again. 

“So it’s lovely to see the dogs and chat to 
their owners. 

“I hope the dogs enjoy it as much as we 
do. 

“I am looking forward to getting out in a 
wheelchair but it’s going to be two or three 
months before I leave here. 

“I can’t bring Skippy in here so these dogs 
remind me of him and I know he’s waiting 
for me. So I will learn to use a wheelchair so 
I can get out with him.” 

Pets as Therapy provides dogs and cats 
for therapeutic visits to hospitals, hospices, 
nursing homes and special needs schools. 

Bill’s owner, Valerie Howell, was familiar 
with the hospital, having been director of

nursing at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and service development manager for 
Macmillan Cancer Support. 

“I’ve had Bill for three years,” said 
Valerie, 69, of Weston Lane, Oswestry. 

“He was a rescue dog. He had been a stud 
and a show dog and when his career was 
over they rehomed him. 

“I felt comfortable in hospitals and nurs¬ 
ing homes and I’ve always known the value 
of dogs. 

“When I met Bill he was the right tem¬ 
perament, so I applied to the charity.” 

Nine-year-old Bill had to undergo assess¬ 
ments to make sure he was suited to the job. 

“They have to be calm but friendly but 
not over-enthusiastic because you don’t 


want a big Labrador jumping up you,” 
explained Valerie. 

“They have to be comfortable walking 
and being touched all over as they are 
touched in very different ways to how they 
are used to. 

“They must be able to take treats gently 
and have to be able to cope with sudden 
noises and movements.” 

The pair regularly visit Leesfield Nursing 
Home in Oswestry and Hope House Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice in Morda. 

“Hope House is very different,” said 
Valerie. “It’s a much quieter place and Bill 
is treated differently depending on the 
child, some will just lie next to him, others 
will walk him.” 


Brenda is not the only patient who credits 
the kind natured canines with aiding their 
recovery. 

Beryl Hurdle, 54, of Llangollen, said: 
“When I first came in I could only move my 
big toe but because I was determined to pat 
the dogs I got my arms working.” 

Beryl has owned dogs in the past and 
hopes to open her home to another four 
legged friend when she leaves hospital. 

“It’s a great scheme,” she said. “I just got 
kisses and handshakes from one of the most 
adorable Labradors I have seen. 

“I believe PAT have definitely helped to 
improve my recovery. ”

Amazing relics turn up 
at a charity valuation

AN early 18th century wine bottle dis¬ 
covered in the roots of a fallen tree in 
the grounds of Powis Castle, and a 
19th century penny farthing bicycle 
were among the items assessed by a 
team of experts at a charity antiques 
valuation event. 

Hosted by Halls, the event was held at Powis 
Castle in Welshpool last Wednesday, raising hun¬ 
dreds of pounds for the National Trust. 

The onion-shaped wine bottle was valued by 
Jeremy Lamond, fine art director at Shrewsbury- 
based Halls, at up to £300. He said the valuation 
would have run into thousands had there been a 
Powis Castle stamp on it. 

The penny farthing now belongs to Paul 
Williams, of Welshpool, but it was originally 
owned by his grandfather Ted Williams, who was 
manager of Harold Thomas’ garage in the town, 
where the bicycle was on display for many years. 

Now in a rusty condition and not able to be 
ridden, the bicycle was valued at up to £600 by 
Mr Lamond, who was joined at the event by sen¬ 
ior auctioneer and valuer Andrew Beeston, silver, 
jewellery and books specialist Maryanne 
Lineker-Mobberley and ceramics specialist Car¬ 
oline Dennard. 

Mr Beeston valued a 19th century cabinet¬ 
maker’s tool box, which had been gifted to the 
owner’s father by a local wheelwright, at up to 
£1,000 and he also saw a Victorian 18 carat gold 
pocket watch with a good chronograph move¬ 
ment, which was worth up to £2,500. 

Other interesting items assessed by the 
experts were a Sabino glass cockerel at up to 
£300, a William IV cruet set with eight glass and 
silver mounted condiments at up to £800, an 18 
carat gold Chester open faced pocket watch at up 
to £500 and a Katharine Pleydell vase at up to

£300. A charge of £1 was made for each item val¬ 
ued, with all the proceeds going towards conser¬ 
vation work at the National Trust property. 

The event was staged in the ballroom at Powis 
Castle where the garden was open from 6pm to 
9pm, with free entry to all visitors. 

Rare 

Jenny Knight, Powis Castle’s visitor services 
manager, thanked the team from Halls for pro¬ 
viding their services free of charge and members 
of the public who had attended the charity event. 

She said: “It was a fantastic evening with some 
superb items brought to be valued.”

PLANS to build a 34-metre high 
wind turbine on a farm in Mid 
Wales which attracted dozens of 
complaints from the local com¬ 
munity have been thrown out. 

Farmer Peter Bailey of Pant Mawr, 
Meifod, near Welshpool, had applied to con¬ 
struct the turbine on his farm in a bid to cre¬ 
ate energy which will be used to power farm 
equipment. 

But protesters say the turbine - which 
would have been made up of a 24.8 metre 
pole and a blade extending to 34.8 metres - 
would have had a detrimental effect on the 
landscape. 

It comes after Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, called on First Minister 
Carwyn Jones to fight for the people of Mid 
Wales against wind turbine applications. 

Powys County Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee voted to refuse the plans for Meifod 
on the basis that the applicant had not sub¬ 
mitted enough information about the visual 
impact or how the parts for the turbine 
would be delivered to the farm. 

A notice issued by the committee said: 
“The proposed development occupies an 
open, exposed and highly visible location 
which is detached from any other built 
form.” 

Mr George made his comments after Mr 
Jones made a statement on the Welsh 
Assembly’s progress on implementing its 
energy policy plan Energy Wales: A Low 
Carbon Transition, which he announced 
just over a year ago. 

Mr George accused the First Minister of 
being ‘out of touch’ in not listening to com¬ 
munities across Wales. 

He said: “In Mid Wales there is a real feel¬ 
ing of mistrust of you and of your Govern¬ 
ment’s active support of the wind industry 
and the talk of community benefits is just 
too late.”

A THRIVING village shop is turning curiosities into cash 
for community causes. 

The 50/50 shop next to Lewis’s garage in Llandrinio has 
gone from strength to strength since it opened three years 
ago. 

Residents bring in unwanted items and pocket half the 
money if they are sold - with the other half donated to the 
village hall. 

Co-ordinator Sue Gray, 68, heads up a team of 10 dedi¬ 
cated volunteers who have found customers to be very kind- 
hearted. 

“It’s going very well,” she said. “Lots of people give up 
their 50 per cent so it all goes to Llandrinio Village Hall for 
ongoing projects for the whole community. 

“We make a nice amount for the village. 

We take everything you can imagine, apart from electri¬ 
cals or anything too large, but people bring things in, we 
have it for a month and if it doesn’t sell they can take it 
back or we can donate it to a charity shop. 

“Some things you think ‘that won’t sell’ and it goes 
straight out of the door. 

“Other times you think ‘that’ll do well’ and it gets no 
interest. 

“You can get some bargains though,” she continued. “We 
get quite a lot of visitors from the caravan park that come 
to have a look. 

“People of the village have been so supportive so I’d like 
to thank them along with the volunteers who give up their 
time.” 

The 50/50 shop is open from Monday to Friday from 
10.30am until 3.30am and on Saturdays from 10.30am until 
12.30pm. 


Region's roads a 
crash blackspot 


A “DISPROPORTION¬ 
ATELY” large number of 
motorcycle accidents happen 
on Mid Wales roads, the 
Welsh Assembly has said. 

There were a total of 68 
motorcyclists injured in the 
county in 2011 - 11 per cent 
of the Welsh total and the 
Assembly is now spending 
£6million across the country 
in a bid to reduce the num¬ 
bers. 

Edwina Hart, transport 
minister, said: “Motorcy¬ 
clists are amongst the most 
at-risk groups of road users 
in Wales. Their likelihood of 
being involved in a serious 
collision is disproportionate. 

“In Wales in 2011 they 
made up one per cent of road 
traffic, but 37 per cent of 
those killed or seriously 
injured in a vehicle. 

“We have not seen a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in casu¬ 
alty numbers amongst 
motorcyclists over the last 
decade, in contrast to the 


reductions amongst other 
groups of road users. This is 
not something that I con¬ 
sider acceptable.” 

She added: “Mid Wales 
does have a disproportionate 
number of motorcyclist road 
casualties. 

“We will continue to work 
with Dyfed-Powys Police and 
other partners through 
Operation Darwin which 
targets these riders to edu¬ 
cate them about the impor¬ 
tance of safety and, where 
appropriate, enforce the law. 

“I have provided local 
authorities with £6m of road 
safety funding in 2013/14, 
some of which will be used to 
specifically target motorcy¬ 
clists.” 

Meanwhile, motorists in 
Mid Wales are being urged to 
take more care on the roads 
following a spate of acci¬ 
dents. Dyfed-Powys Police 
and Mid & West Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service said peo¬ 
ple should take more care.

But he said the town had some seri¬ 
ous problems. He said: “Three of the 
town’s wards - Castle, Gatacre and 
Cambrian - are among some of the 
most deprived in the county, quality 
jobs are few and far between and most 
people work in low skilled, low paid, 
long hours jobs. 

“The high street is in parts hollowed 
out with a sad and destitute feel. The 
supposed imminent arrival of the out- 
of-town supermarket will hardly 
address these underlying issues, it may 
well make them worse.” 

Mr Rainey is also concerned about 
the forthcoming Oswestry 2020 Town 
Plan. “It will say the town needs 
industrial parks and more housing 


stretching out towards Shrewsbury. 
My aspiration is for Oswestry to thrive 
while forging a national reputation for 
the quality of its life. 

“First and foremost we must focus 
development on town living. That 
means prioritising high-density quality 
homes in and around the town centre. 

“Alongside that we need to create 
places which will attract high quality 
employment again located in the town. 
The clearest indicator of success will be 
how walkabout our town is.” 

“Success will look like lots of people 
on bicycles, pavements bustling with 
people walking in and out of town, 
fewer cars in the town centre and 
fewer, one-ways systems. 

“People of all ages will live in the 
town in a mixture of housing, and 
there would be more green.”

Firm's quirky creatures at Cannes

EXTRAORDINARY creatures are the order of 
the day for a company based near Welshpool, 
which is having its latest project admired by 
some of the biggest names in film. 

Big Beasts Ltd, based at Castle Court Works in Leighton, 
creates curious creatures for film sets. 

And their latest quirky contract - for Universal Pic¬ 
tures - has taken the team to the prestigious Cannes Film 
Festival in France. 

There they have unveiled a pair of six-metre long goggles 
to promote the animated comedy film Despicable Me 2. 

“It’s a huge honour to be doing this for Universal Pic¬ 


tures,” said design engineer Matt Jones. “This is probably 
one of our most prestigious clients. 

“This is our furthest installation as we have mainly been 
UK based. 

The Cannes Film Festival runs from May 15 to 26 and 
the glasses are attracting a lot of attention. 

“Lots of passing people stopped to take photos and our 
piece is the first to be erected at the film festival so is grab¬ 
bing quite a lot of attention,” Mr Jones added.. 

“Universal Pictures members came on site and we 
received some positive feedback for our work.” 

The master moulds for the goggles were constructed of 
MDF profiles cut by Welshpool based MTM Interiors LTD 
who build made-to-measure kitchens and furniture. 

The Big Beasts team was joined by their glass reinforced 
plastic expert Richard Reeves of RA Mouldings, for the con¬ 


struction of the goggles, which took one month to build. 

They were transported by trailer to the South of France 
and are now mounted on a billboard with gleaming eyes 
backlit by led lamps. 

Big Beasts was founded by two directors, Paul Barrett- 
Brown and Steve Merchant. 

Retired 

Paul’s background was in film and Steve’s in fine art. 

In 2008 they joined forces and named the company after 
their early work, creating dinosaurs for museums and large 
scale models. 

In February 2012, Paul retired and passed on the torch 
on to Tony Ward. 

Last November, Universal Pictures asked the crew to 
build three metre high Minions to be displayed in major cin¬ 


emas across the UK for the release of Despicable Me 2. 
Then last month the spectacular order for goggles came in. 
Matt said: “We were asked to make them as true to the film 
as possible. 

“This includes rivets around the goggle rims, lenses, tex¬ 
tured leather straps, metallic colour, realistic eyes looking 
in a direction, eye lids and metal buckles.” 

Other outlandish orders have included a six-metre long 
greyhound on top of a limousine for www.itsthedogs.com 
and a giant mirrorball for W Hotels in Leicester Square, 
London, adorned with 17,000 hand stuck and shaped mir¬ 
rors. The creative crew also brought to life a four-metre tall 
talking tree for family visitor attraction, King Arthur’s 
Labyrinth in Machynlleth.

Farming chiefs angered by 
refusal to ban sky lanterns 


FARMING chiefs in Mid Wales have called for an outright ban on the 
manufacture and sale of sky lanterns due to fears over the safety of 
animals. 

The Farmers’ Union of Wales (FUW) has also called for the release of the lanterns to be 
made illegal in the UK after fears that they could either cause fire on farms or injure ani¬ 
mals. 

A report commissioned by the Welsh Assembly and Defra recommends that the lanterns 
and helium balloons should not be banned. But the FUW has called on them to think 


again. 

The report looked at the risks sky 
lanterns and helium balloons have on live¬ 
stock health, the environment, fire risk, 
damage to marine life and consumer safety. 

Andrew Gurney, FUW land use policy 
officer, said he felt let down that the report 
did not recommend a ban. 

He said: “After consulting our members, 
the union called for an outright ban on the 
manufacture and sale of sky lanterns and 
for their release to be made illegal in the 
UK. 

“We received numerous reports from 
members of sky lanterns being found in 
fields which were being grazed, were about 
to be grazed, or cut for silage or hay. Other 
more serious reports received included a 
lantern found smouldering in a barn con¬ 
taining hay and straw and a cow injured fol¬ 
lowing a stampede started by lanterns 
floating over fields containing livestock. 

“The report concedes the evidence 
received suggests widespread concern from 
farmers and others over the impact of sky 
lanterns on the health and welfare of live¬ 
stock and horses.” 

He added: “We were therefore very sur¬ 
prised and disappointed that they also said 
the evidence indicated the number of cases 
reported annually of animals affected 
through panic and fright and of ingestion of 
sky lantern debris was ‘very small’. 

“The study accepted there may be a sig-

nificant level of under-reporting but, based 
on the evidence received for the report, they 
found it difficult to conclude that the overall 
impact is anything other than ‘of minor sig¬ 
nificance’. 

“The study’s findings are disappointing 
because, in our evidence to the report, we 
stressed the union was wholly opposed to 
the release of sky lanterns due to the dan¬ 
gers they pose to the agricultural sector.” 

He added: “Sky lanterns also pose a con¬ 
siderable fire risk, during the dry summer 
months, to open heath land as well as to 
standing crops in fields or once harvesting 
has taken place and the crop is stored in 
fields or barns. 

“On the issue of helium balloons, the 
impact usually relates to livestock becoming 
startled or frightened by balloons floating 
over fields and causing them to stampede or 
trample fencing resulting in injury and the 
associated welfare issues and financial 
costs.” 

A Defra spokesman said: “While farmers 
have lost livestock due to ingested wire from 
sky lanterns, the evidence from this inde¬ 
pendent report shows that any widespread 
risk of injury and death to cattle and impact 
on the environment is low. 

“Based on these findings we have no 
plans to ban the use of sky lanterns.”

Village plans for 69 homes 
raise fears over traffic chaos 


MORE than two dozen residents have lodged objections to plans to 
build 69 homes in a village near Oswestry amid fears the develop¬ 
ment will cause traffic chaos. 

But agents for the plans for Morda have also contacted Shropshire Council to deny alle¬ 
gations the plans will create a dangerous ‘rat run’. 

The outline planning application for land off Kingfisher Way has been submitted by Mr 
and Mrs Hughes of Llawrypant Hall, Selattyn, and as well as bringing nine affordable 
homes to the village it would also include a £440,000 payment to the area’s parish council 


for community infrastructure improve¬ 
ments, if permission is granted. 

But members of Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council oppose the scheme, saying it is out¬ 
side the existing village boundary. 

And nearly 30 residents have now also 
voiced their concerns in letters to Shrop¬ 
shire Council. 

Objector Gwyn Lewis said: “These plans 
are planning to move the boundaries of 
Morda, extending it to squeeze in at least 69 
more houses, and creating utter chaos and 
devastation for those living in the area and 
put a huge strain on the already buckling 
services the village has when there are 
already numerous plots within Morda ready 
to build on. 

Recent 

“If there is such a huge demand to create 
more homes within the village would it not 
be sensible to use these pockets for smaller 
and more suitable developments rather 
than simply build out into the surrounding 
greenbelt without thought of the conse¬ 
quences?” 

Objectors Terry and Rachel Jones said: 
“The village of Morda has already seen a 
number of new developments over recent 
years and there are two new local plans 
already agreed. 

“There is not enough infrastructure to 
cope with another large development. 

“The nature reserve opposite Kingfisher 
Way was developed to conserve wildlife, and

this will be put at risk with heavy through 
traffic.” 

And objector Martyn Bentley said he was 
concerned how the proposal would affect 
the flood plains around the village. 

But Penny Stephan from agents Les 
Stephan Planning Ltd has also contacted 
Shropshire Council to address residents’ 
concerns that the proposed development, 
which will be created using land currently 
used for agricultural fields, would create a 
‘rat run’ in Morda. 

Miss Stephan said: “We have noted that 
a number of residents are referring to a ‘rat 
run’ situation that will arise from this 
development. 

“We wish to clarify that this will not be 
the case. 

“Vehicular access from Kingfisher Way 
will only service the first western field. 

“Vehicular access from Weston Road, via 
the recently approved Severnside affordable 
housing scheme, will service the remaining 
three fields. 

“The two eastern fields are only con¬ 
nected by a pedestrian link. 

“Therefore, the site can not be used as a 
rat run and has been designed to avoid any 
such scenario.” 

Shropshire Council hope to made a deci¬ 
sion on the application by July 12.

CAN I SET UP A PRIVATE MORTGAGE TO HELP MY 
DAUGHTER PURCHASE A HOME? 

Q: My daughter has come back home after recently splitting with her boyfriend. They were saving for a house but on her own she does 
not have quite enough for a deposit and is unlikely to get a big enough mortgage based on her salary. I am in a position to buy a house 
for her, but I need a return on my money. Although I could just charge her rent I would prefer the house to be in her name. I am however 
conscious that I would need to protect my interest in the property as her circumstances could change in the future.

A: Private mortgages are becoming quite common these days, particularly when it comes to parents helping children to get onto the 
property ladder. Utilising your capital in this way can also provide a better return for you in the current climate. And provided you have 
proper legal documentation drawn up which lays out clear terms for the loan, your interests will be protected in the event that anything 
untoward should happen. 

You and your daughter can agree the terms of the mortgage between yourselves in respect of interest rates, repayment schedule, length 
of term etc, but it would be advisable for you each to appoint your own solicitor. Once you have agreed the terms, a draft deed would 
be drawn up by your solicitor who would then carry out the standard conveyancing procedure. This would involve checking title to the 
property and undertaking searches as appropriate to the transaction. When the conveyancing process is complete you would then lodge 
the loan monies in your solicitor’s client account, ready to be passed to your daughter. It is a very straightforward procedure and therefore 
the costs involved should be kept to a minimum, whilst ensuring you are protected.

Predator and 
prey enjoyed 
the warm sun 


THE job of a wildlife presenter is 
often quite boring, consisting of 
long spells of inactivity broken 
with brief spurts of speech, which 
usually needs to be filmed five or 
so times for one reason or 
another. 

Of course, much of one’s time is spent “pre¬ 
senting” the script in various locations before 
heading back to the recording booth and 
speaking the voice-over into a microphone. 

However, occasionally something exciting 
does happen, and in my experience, this is 
precisely the time to rip up the aforemen¬ 
tioned script, and start feverishly writing a 
new one to coincide with what the wildlife is 
doing. 

Case in point; a couple of weeks ago I was 
on my way to film a piece on farmland wildlife 
for Shropshire’s County Channel TV (county 
channel.tv). Myself and my cameraman and 
director, Geoff, were happily bumping along 
a farm track in North Shropshire, revising 
lines and deciding on the best locations to do 
our “pieces to camera”. It was a dull day and 
there was little chance of hare activity. We 
met up with our friendly farmers and hosts 
for the afternoon and began our discussions. 
The script read and the interviews “in the 
bag”, we packed up and left, planning to 
return the next morning in order to film some 
much-needed footage of wildlife for our 
wildlife programme. 

Bright and early the next day we returned. 
Again, a dull start but then the clouds broke 



and the sun lit up the fields; and with it, came 
the wildlife. A hare emerged, then another 
and another. They began stretching and hop¬ 
ping about and as the sun warmed their bod¬ 
ies, they started to run and jump, scratch and 
chase - these were the proverbial ‘Mad 
March Hares’.. .in May. 

Then a flock of fieldfares descended on the 
scene. Fieldfares this late on is rather 
unheard of and so we filmed them eagerly, 
forgetting about the hares for a moment. Off 
to our right I noticed several Wheatears, 
charming little birds and something nice to 
catch on film. However, whilst we were busy 
with the birds, the activity of the hares had 
not gone unnoticed. A red fox approached, 
skulking along the hedgerow and toward the 
trio of lagomorphs. 

Another fox then joined the first one and 
they both began stalking our hares. Geoff 
scarcely knew where to point the camera! 
Then a peculiar thing happened, which at 
first seemed like a bit of an anti-ciimax. The 
foxes stopped stalking and sat in the sun, 
simply warming themselves and now within 
plain sight of the hares who could not have 
been more than 30 yards away. If I had had 
to make a list of the top predators of a brown

Design of 
homes to 
help stop 
criminals 

NEW homes which are set to 
be built when a drug-hit 
housing estate is demolished 
should be designed in a way 
which helps prevent crime, 
police have said. 

Plans have been lodged 
for the demolition of the 
Swan Lane flats in Oswestry 
after council bosses con¬ 
ceded that the area’s reputa¬ 
tion for anti-social problems 
was making it difficult to 
rent out the properties. 

Applicant Shropshire 
Towns and Rural Housing 
wants to knock the 48 flats 
in Swan Lane down and 
replace them with 19 
houses, 12 of which will be 
socially rented homes. 

Stephen Loveridge, crime 
prevention design advisor 
for West Mercia Police, said 
he did not wish to formally 
object to the proposal. 

Mr Loveridge said: “How¬ 
ever there are opportunities 
to design out crime and /or 
the fear of crime and to pro¬ 
mote community safety. I 
am pleased that the design 
and access statement clearly 
states that this development 
will be built to achieve 
Secured By Design accredi¬ 
tation on completion.” 

He added: “SBD is a 
nationally recognised award 
aimed at achieving a mini¬ 
mum set of standards in 
crime prevention for the 
built environment, the 
scheme has a proven track 
record in crime prevention 
and reduction.”

Let’s hear it for the Kia - new 
Carens is a transformation 


Drive time 

with Graham Breeze 


THE revolution is complete at Kia 
with the arrival of the completely 
redesigned Carens. 

The third-generation Carens completes the 
design-led upheaval that has seen the relaunch 
of every model in the range transforming Kia’s 
image and driving the company towards record 
sales levels. 

Every new version has a versatile and spa¬ 
cious seven-seat interior and there’s a choice of 
one petrol and two turbodiesels - two transmis¬ 
sions and three trim and equipment packages. 

Kia is not claiming to have re-invented the 
MPV with the new Carens but the new car will 
meet the varied needs of families at competitive 
prices, rather than turn heads. 

The MPV sector is one of the most crowded 
and Kia concentrated on creating more room to 
give the Carens the edge over competitors. 

Carens is 20mm shorter, 15mm narrower and 
45mm lower than the model it replaces, which 
means that in size it sits somewhere between the 
five-seat and seven-seat models from competi¬ 
tors. But thanks to a 50mm increase in wheel¬ 
base and lower seat positions it more than 
matches them for space. 

There’s plenty of head and leg room in the 
front two rows of seats but the back two seats 
are really only suitable for the kids and a little too 
claustrophobic for my taste. 

You get plenty of choice when selecting seat-

ing configurations with three individual sliding 
and reclining centre-row seats in place of a split 
bench and two separate seats in the rear, all of 
which fold flat to ensure versatility. 

A longer, wider and taller luggage area and - 
for the first time - an under-floor compartment 
to store the cargo screen adds to the practical¬ 
ity. The front passenger’s seat also folds flat to 
allow exceptionally long loads to be carried. 

The front is dominated by the now familiar 
Schreyer ‘tiger-nose’ grille with a chrome edge 
and either black or high-gloss black mesh. At 
the rear is a wider tailgate and window. 


The dashboard layout is similar to the Ceed 
hatchbacks and is clearly labelled. There’s a 
good range of seat and steering wheel adjust¬ 
ment and good visibility but there was quite a 
bit of wind noise and the lack of a Sat-Nav sys¬ 
tem as standard is disappointing. 

I prefer the 1.7-litre CRDi manual transmis¬ 
sion turbodiesel engine, developing 134bhp 
and 244Nm of torque. You get from 0-60mph 
in 10 seconds with a 119mph top speed. 

Combined cycle fuel consumption and C02 
emissions are 54.6.4mpg and 132g/km and a 
diesel particulate filter is fitted as standard. 


There are six airbags, Hill-start Assist Control 
is fitted and Carens also features Brake Assist 
to ensure maximum stopping power in an emer¬ 
gency. You also get Vehicle Stability Manage¬ 
ment, which links with the Electronic Stability 
Control to reduce the amount of steering assis¬ 
tance if the driver over-corrects. 

The entire Kia range has now been refreshed 
and you get the feeling that this a company 
moving in the right direction with its market 
share increasing and with prices from £17,895 
to £23,895 the Carens will be in most people’s 
reach.

Ticking all the boxes 
on off-road challenges 



The Suzuki Jimny, a budget-priced off-roader, gets to work in difficult conditions

I have a friend who does a lot of off- 
roading, including some pretty 
tough driving challenges. And this 
female has a fair income to fund her 
hobby, so she can afford pretty 
much whatever she wants to drive. 

Her choice? A cheap and cheerful Suzuki 
Jimny. 

“It’s compact which means I can get just 
about anywhere I want to squeeze, it’s chunky 
and copes with the bumps and grinds, and 
because it hasn’t cost me the earth I won’t 
wince if I do any damage,” she explained. 

Tight 

So when I got the latest Jimny on test, I took 
her out for a bit of a spin - well not quite literally. 
A quick trip to her home to pick her up proved 
the other thing she told me, it’s not that hot on 
roads and is a bit basic. Well they do say you 
get what you pay for. On the other hand, she 
added, because it is small you can park it in 
some very tight places if you pop into town to 
do some shopping. 

And so off we trundled across the fields at her 
home. Some fair slopes, a lot of mud and tyres 
that were not specifically for off-road, proved to 
me just what the car can do. For a car so small 
it copes magnificently with bumps although on 
the road the ride can be a little tough. We had 
a great deal of fun and Jenny is now upgrading 
her old Jimny. 


Jimny has a neat and practical look and since 
sales began in 1998, it has accumulated a loyal 
following of repeat customers who enjoy a 
quirky alternative to a supermini or crossover 
SUV. 

The 1.3 litre engine may appear small but it 
gives lively performance and decent fuel econ¬ 
omy. Maximum torque is delivered from as low 
as 2,500rpm, which Jimny the kind of flexible 
driving character and pulling power that makes 
it so good off road. The seats give good sup¬ 
port, especially needed for those driving chal¬ 
lenges. 

There’s a good level of standard equipment 
across two trim levels: SZ3 and SZ4. 

The entry level SZ3 models include; front fog 
lamps, roof rails, remote central locking, ABS 


with EBD, push button selectable four-wheel 
drive with high and low ratios and automatic 
freewheeling hubs. 

SZ4 models add even more specification as 
standard including air conditioning; 10 spoke 
15in alloy wheels, latest design seat trim with 
‘Jimny’ badging to front seat facings, black and 
silver-finish roof rails, leather steering wheel 
trim, chrome plated interior door handles and 
rear privacy glass. 

The driving position is high and commands 
an excellent all-round view. All on board enjoy 
plenty of headroom, increasing the sense of 
spaciousness created by the large glass area. 
Rearward visibility is aided by large, electrically 
operated door mirrors and a spare wheel 
mounted low on the rear door. 



The Jimny has two trim options 

Since its launch in 1998, Jimny’s separate, 
full box-section chassis has established a 
strong reputation for durability and toughness. 

The rigid front and rear axles are attached to 
the chassis by a three-link arrangement, with an 
anti-roll bar fitted at the front. This well-proven 
design, controlled by long-travel coil springs 
and gas dampers, is configured to cope with 
the demands of rough surfaces, while ensuring 
a refined and compliant ride on conventional 
roads. 

Suzuki’s Drive Select 4x4 system features a 
transfer box with high or low-ratio four-wheel 
drive. The freewheeling front hubs are engaged 
automatically and four-wheel drive can be 
selected on the move while travelling in a 
straight line at speeds of up to 62 mph. Jimny 


is fundamentally designed to cope with off-road 
conditions with 190mm ground clearance, 
approach and departure angles of 34° and 46° 
respectively, and a ramp angle of 31°. 

Jimny’s chassis offers extreme rigidity in the 
event of a collision and is designed to absorb 
energy from all directions in a controlled man¬ 
ner. Progressive, reassuring braking perform¬ 
ance is provided by large front discs and rear 
drums, supported by ABS with EBD (Electronic 
Brakeforce Distribution). 

Airbags for driver and front passenger, side 
impact protection beams and height adjustable 
front seat belt anchorages are all standard, and 
the powerful multi-reflector halogen headlamps 
are complemented by the front bumper- 
mounted fog lamps. 

A wide range of Suzuki genuine accessories 
are available. 

I have the perfect buyer for one of these. 
Aside from keen off-roaders, those who live in 
the country need a standby car with four-wheel 
capability to cope with the ever more difficult 
winter (and summer) weather we are getting, 
with flooded roads and snow and ice on the 
increase, and one that doesn’t cost a lot of 
money.
